DISCOUNT RATE THE SAME. 


Federal Reserve Weekly Statement Indicates Further 


Reduction May Be Soon. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 19.-—Al- 
though discount rates at the Fed- 
eral reserve had been left un- 
changed this week, today's week- 
ly statement indicated that further 
reduction. may not be long post- 
poned. 

The system's ratio of reserve to 
Habilities rose nearly 6 per cent 
during the week to the highest 
figure reached since the United 
States declared war on Germany 
im 1917. The New York reserve 
bank's discount rate was at that 
time 3% per cent, against the 
present 4% per cent: a fact which 
is not itself a conclusive argument 
for reduction now, but which bears 
on the question.
